Following Is the address of D. L. Van 


Dine, entomologist of the U. S. Experi- 
ment Station, before the T. W. C. A., 
on Insect Pests of Hawaii: 
The subject as announced for this paper 


was "Blights and Pests of Hawaii." I 
have taken the liberty to change It to 
Insect Pests of Hawaii" with Just a word 
on blights. A "blight," using the term 
n its correct sense, Is a' plant disease 
caused by a fungus growth. These paraslt- 
c' fungi 
belong to plant life and are 


similar to the Insect enemies of plants 
only In that tuey are detrimental to plant 
growth. 
The methods used1 to combat 


hem are also similar In a general way, 
hat is, precautionary measures In culti- 
•ation and the use of poisons to prevent 
heir becoming established or check them 
f they have already become established. 
A familiar example of a blight Is found in 
lawali In the "potato blight." The germs 
f this disease are widely distributed over 
he Islands and render the raising of po- 
atoes in certain localities next to an im- 
ossibillty. The germs of fungi are dls- 
rlbuted by the wind and other agencies 
nd may survive in the soil for several 
ears waiting proper conditions ,under 
•hich to develop. This blight here Is a 
itnilar disease to the potato blight known 
n other parts of the country as "black 
ot." The scientific name of the disease 
Is Fusarium. 
The so-called lantana 


blight" "which Is in evidence on the Isl- 
nd of Maul and found in lesser quan- 
ties elsewhere, is not a blight at all but 
true insect, belonging to a great group 
nown as scale-insects. The name of this 
articular one Is Orthezia Inaignus. If I 
•ere to enumerate all of the pests of Ha- 
•ail the list would be a long one there- 
ore without going Into details on blights 


will confine my remarks to the insect 
ests.

be wrought by insects when present in 
sufficient numbers, the importance of an 
economic study Is obvious. Before speak- 
ing of the pests I wish to dwell for just 
a moment on the beneficial insects for it 
would be far from right to have you go 
away with the impression that this class, 
the pests, was the only one which affect- 
ed our pocket-books. Certain ones in the 
'fertilization of flowers perform a most 
important part Man hi his conceit rea- 
sons that the bright color of the flowers 
and the brilliant markings of bisects ex- 
ist but to please hia eye. Their mission 
hi life is equally as serious as his. The 
flowers and certain insects are Intimately 
related. The insect attracted to the flow- 
er either by the odor which so many 
times draws us also to thgm, or by color. 
In return for the feast placed at their 
disposal hi the nectary of the flower, 
gather on their hairy bodies the grains 
of pollen and hi. the journey from'flow- 
er to flower bring about cross-fertiliza- 
tion. This is necessary to Insure the pro- 
duction of seed. We are all acquainted 
with the honey-bee, that specimen of In- 
dustry which so often furnishes a text^for 
a sermon to the spendthrift. Insects are 
also many times beneficial in the destruc- 
lon of injurious species. A scale Insect, 
he cottony-cushion scale, threatened at 
one time a large share of the fruit trees 
of the fruit districts of California. 
In 


some cases orchards were all but ruined 
Its natural enemy, a small beetle, one o: 
the lady-bugs, was Introduced and prac 
tlcally wiped the orchards clean of the 
pest. 


Now finally we come to insect pests. 


Injurious Insects may be separated into 
the following classes: (1) those feeding 
on the external parts of the plant, the 
foliage, buds, flower or bark. 
In 


class we find here In Hawaii, the Japanese 
beetle, the poko worms, mealy bugs, plan1 
lice, scale Insects, grasshoppers, and oth- 
ers. 
(Illustrations of beetle and cut- 


worms.) Much of the destruction, of vege- 
tation Is done by Insects In the larval or 
young stage. In them we do not always 
recognize the adult. We little dream thai 
the beautiful moth or butterfly Is the 
adult of the crawling worm of yesterday 
that destroyed our plants. (Show Illus- 
trations from Holland.)

Mrs. J. Jacobsen, the widow ;of the 


murdered captain of the Fred J. Wood, 
yesterday morning severely upbraided 
S. Oto, the Japanese cook on, the ves- 
sel, for not preventing the killing of 
her husband. The interview between 
Mrs, Jacobsen and the cook, whom the 
alleged murderer accuses of the crime, 
was of dramatic interest. Mrs. Jacob- 
son Is still In deep mourning and car- 
ried her babe In her arms. Oto, Immac- 
ulate In black clothes and with a white 
dress shirt, rose from his seat as the 
widow of the murdered captain began 
talking to him with pleading intensity. 
Both were In the United States Mar- 
shal's office waiting to be called as wit- 
nesses before the Federal grand Jury 
which was considering the case In the 
room above. 


The Japanese listened to Mrs. Jacob* 


sen quietly and without a change in the 
expression of his face as she told him 
that he was to blame for the murder 
of her husband. He made no answer 
to her accusations even when she said 
that he might have prevented the mur- 
der and; when she asked if he was not 
sorry. She asked also if the captain 
had ever mistreated him or If he had 
reason to complain and the Jap shook1

his head without speaking. 


Finally when Mrs. Jacobsen told him 


that he might • have taken the knife 
away and prevented the murder Oto 
was aroused to action, and replied that 
he had no opportunity to secure hold 
of the weapon. He illustrated this by 
showing how the wounds were Inflicted, 
saying that it was all over before he 
could get near Gusaboro. At this one 
of the sailor witnesses who was also In 
waiting sprang up and told the Jap 
that he was not telling the truth as he 
had made no attempt to save the cap- 
tain. Oto evidently did not take the 
words of Mrs. Jacobsen very seriously 
or at least he gave no indication of any 
effect they might havft had. Mrs. Ja- 
cobsen told him that while perhaps he 
had no part in the commission 'of the 
crime, yet it was his duty to have pre- 
vented it.' 


The interview between the two was 


rather loud at times, Mrs. Jacobsen be- 
ing emphatic in her denunciation of the 
Jap's actions. 


GRAND JURY IS DONE. 


The grand jury completed its work 


yesterday afternoon and will make a 
report to Judge Estee this morning at 
9:30 o'clock. Indictments will without 


doubt Be returned against Gusaboro for 
the. murder of Captain Jacobsen, 
against Jean Sabate for violation of 
the postal laws. There are also likely 
to be indictments against the two Chi- 
nese charged with counterfeiting, and 
for the violations of the internal reve- 
nue laws. 


Oto, 
the Japanese cook whom Gusa- 


boro said had stabbed Captain Jacob- 
sen, was before the grand Jury as a 
witness, and his connection with the 
crime was not passed upon by that 
body. There is virtually no evidence 
against the cook excepting that of the 
cabin boy, and his statement is not be- 
lieved, being full of contradictions. 


THE PETIT JURY. 


The petit Jury was called yesterday 


morning and immediately excused until 
Thursday, when the criminal cases will 
be taken up. A special venire for fif- 
teen additional trial Jurors was issued 
yesterday, returnable Thursday morn- 
Ing. W. Von Gravemeyer, H. Cannon 
and H. P. Eakin were excused, not be- 
ing American citizens. M. Phillips was 
excused upon a physician's certificate, 
and A. F. Clark because he is a Terrl- 
toral official.

Charities for 


Support. 


At the monthly meeting of the Asso- 


ciated Charities, held yesterday after- 
noon, an excellent financial statement 
was shown, in which the treasury Is in 
possession of funds ito carry on Its work. 
Governor Dole, president of the associ- 
ation, Was In the chair, and there was 
a large attendance. One of the prin- 
cipal subjects discussed was the ques- 
tion brought up at the annual meeting 
by Treasurer George Carter, In which 
be recommended that each society af- 
filiating with the associated charities be 
asked to endeavor to secure aid from 
the government through the legislature 
for the running expenses of the organ- 
ization. At the last meeting a motion 
was presented by Rev. W. D. Wester- 
velt, as follows: "That the question of 
securing from the legislature an appro- 
priation for the running expenses, but 
not for .the charitable contributions, be 
referred to the executive committee for 
action." 


Governor Dole said yesterday that the 


effectiveness of the work of the Asso- 
ciated Charities would be increased if 
it was generally known 'that the gov- 
ernment gave it support for its run- 
ning, expenses, which amount to about 
$2,000 annually. The subject was dis- 
cussed favorably by Rev. W. D. Wes- 
tervelt, Rev. Alexander Mackintosh, 
Mrs. Berger, the manager, C. H. Cooke, 
the treasurer, Governor Dole, Mrs. Dole 
and others. It was urged that .the del- 
egates from the various societies bring 
the matter up in their respective or- 
ganizations. 
, 
At last month's meeting George Carter 


resigned as treasurer and C. H. Cooke 
was elected to fill the office. When Mr. 
Carter resigned there was a deficit of 
$266.90. Mr. Carter turned over a hand- 
some donation, and Mr. Cooke began 
the month with $150 to credit 


The report of Mrs. Berger showed 


that one person bad been sent to the 
Queen's hospital, another to the Incura- 
bles, four children to the Kona Orphan- 
age, and that there had been 110 office 
interviews. 
Governor Dole's opinion 


was asked on one odd case. When the 
barkenttne Archer was here an old man, 
72 years of age, whose profession had 
been that of a civil engineer, came 
ashore. He bad had free passage, but 
was without a dollar. He went at once 
to the Associated Charities and threw 
himself upon their mercies. He was 
Bent back to the Archer, but returned. 
He became feverish, and out of pity 
Mrs. Berger sent him to the hospital. 
He came out in better health, but de- 
pendent He assumed the attitude, "I 


- am here now, what are you going to 
do with me." The Charities has been 
boarding, and sheltering the man, and 
they are endeavoring to send him back 
to the coast The man can get no em- 
ployflsent The subject- was fully dla- 


" cussed and under the circumstances the 
governor said the man should be con- 
sidered under the vagabond section of 
the law and treated as such.' In this 
manner he could probably be sent out 
of tile 'country.^ 


It was reported that with the four 


children Just sent to the Kona Orphan- 
age that hospital of refuge is crowded, 
fifty children being cared for. The Cas- 
tle Home has sixteen, with room for 
only four more, showing that both in- 
stitutions are an absolute necessity and 
worthy of the community and individ- 
ual support which they are greatly In 
need of now. 


It was shown that most of those seek- 


ing aid from the Charities are bona 
fide residents of Honolulu, few being 
from the outside world. 


President Andrews of tbe club, who will 
preside throughout the meeting.

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WANTED—A REVENUE CUTTER. 
That the United States need* a rev- 


enue cutter here has been said before; 
but a new-point In its favor has been 
brought out by Collector Stackable in 
connection with the Japanese local fish- 
eries. Under the, ruling of the Treas- 
ury Department." all fish caught by 
aliens outside the three mile limit and 
brought into this market, are subject 
to duty; but when the, tariff Is assessed 
the fishermen say that the catch was 
made Inside the limit and there Is no 
•way for the collector to prove the con- 
trary. As the fishing is done at night, 
the only way to make sure is to have 
a government.vessel oh the fishing 
ground to keep watch. This is work, 
not for a naval vessel or ^.private boat, 
but for a revenue cutter. And it is 
work Which cannot be confined to the 
immediate neighborhood of Honolulu. 


Besides all this the islands forfti a 


paradise for smugglers and active work 
along shore is needed by a sea patrol 
to head off the illegal landing of dutia- 
ble goods, especially opium, brought 
from over-sea, 
* 


A revenue cutter would also be use- 


€ol-in rescue, work.. It .frequently hap- 
pens that private boats have to be sent 
after wrecked or disabled ships, .the 
Ceylon, for instance. For this occa- 
sional work of mercy'a revenue cutter 
is well-adapted.

HAWAII IN CONGRESS. 


The need of an efficient congressman, 


one with a working, and, If possible, 
a majority party behind him. Is felt 
here In many ways. 
Hawaii wants 


public works and has as much right to 
ask for them as any other territory. 
Ours, for Instance, Is the only Amer- 
ican coast without federal lighthouses, 
even Alaska being to some extent sup- 
plied; but we are not likely to get .them 
unless the matter Is put in the hands 
of a delegate who can rally votes for 
his measures. Pearl Harbor should be 
turned Into a mid-'Paoiflc Malta; but 
Congress, unless persistently urged, 
will take Its time about furnishing the 
means. 
A revenue- cutter 'Should be 


maintained here, the harbor of Hono- 
lulu should be made more' spacious, and 
the roadstead of Hllo equipped with a 
breakwater; Fortifications for Hono- 
lulu are aa desirable-as for any other 
American port of like Importance. But 
all. or any, of these things are not to 
be had for the wishing, the congres- 
sional cow will not, back up to be 
milked, especially to a man who Is ca- 
vorting alone In the middle pf a ten- 
acre lot; she must be roped and stalled 
for the purpose by > man who, if he 
doesn't know How' himself, can get 
those who do know how to belp~*im.

MICROBES SWARM 


IN NEW YORK 


NEW YORK, Oct 7.—Alarming con- 


ditions in the air, in the uncleaned or 
improperly cleaned street* of New York 
have been presented to the Board of 
Estimate and .Apportionment by Com- 
missioner Woodbury in his plea for an 
Increase of, $445,316 In the appropriation 
of the Department for Street Cleaning. 
He presented statistics and photographs 
showing that an army of germs hovers 
ever the city, and that In the congest- 
ed districts of the East Side bacteria 
swarm above the streets. For month* 
'a scientific investigation has been go- 
Ing on to ascertain the danger in the 
refuse of the streets, It* character and 
the proper way to fight It. This Inves- 
tigation Is yet Incomplete-. Water 1» to 
be the remedy suggested. Under the 
direction of well-known scientist* an 
investigation ha* proceeded since July 
12th and photograph* of the atmosphere 
were taken after many experiment* be- 
tween August 1st »nd August 16th to 
T.rove the *t»ti*t!c» gathered. 
These 


photograph* were taken at leapt twelve 
hour* after a heavy rain jp order to 
warrant normal condition*. 


Commissioner Woodbury presented 


data showing the number of colonle* of 
bacteria caught by gelatine plate* at 
the curb and at an elevation of *lx feet 
In various parts of the city. They vary 
from ten or a down colonies In the be*t 
dlrtrtctK to nearly a hundred thousand 
in the K**t Sltfe.

HE SAW WRIGHT 


• It was ascertained yesterday almost be- 
yond a doubt that William H. Wright; 
the treasurer of the territory of Hawaii. 
who Is alleged to have defaulted to the 
extent of (17,949.91, made his escape from 
the islands to this country on board th* 
Alameda, but whether he did so as a 
stowaway or as a cabin passenger under 
an Resumed name are questions yet to 
be decided. Frank Costor, who was the 
second meraman on the Alameda, but who 
Is now In the steward's department on 
board -the Sierra, declared positively yes- 
terday, when shown a picture of the mis- 
ting man, that he saw Wright on board 
the Alameda, but he claims the abscond- 
ing treasurer was traveling as a saloon 
passenger. 
In telling of what he saw, Costor said: 


"I had frequently been to Honolulu and 
had on several occasions worked there. 
I used to see Wright walking along the 
street*. I saw him so often that I came 
to know him. I saw him when he boarded 
the Alametia. He then had his mustache 
on. I saw him a day or so later, alter we 
had put to sea, and be had his mustache 
shaved off. It was my duty as second 
messman 10 go into the forecastle to 
tidy up the officer's rooms, and It wa* 
then I saw Wright. He was traveling a* 
a first-class cabin passenger. I did not 
know anything «.t the time about Wright 
being a defaulter, and I attached no sig- 
nificance to his cutting off hi* mustache.

Feeling at Coast 


as to Higher 


Prices. 


"The general feeling as to sugar Is 


.! 
that there will be very soon, some men 
think within the coming month, a sharp 
recovery as to price." Manager Fair- 
child, of the Makee Sugar Company, who 
has Just returned from San Francisco, 
thus explained the cause for the advance 
in Island securities at the coast. He 
went on: "The forecast of Professor 
Llcht is taken to mean that the short- 
age will be even greater than 1,000,000 
tons for the coming campaign. It has 
been put as high as two millions, and 
as there will probably be heavy buying 
,in expectation of the shortage, the new 
sugars will reap the benefit of the con- 
ditions. 
"It is the belief of those who follow 


the market that the price will reach or 
pass four cents very soon. This feeling 
has made things brighter for all island 
business on the coast, and there is a 
general feeling that all values will ad- 
vance. The condition of general busi- 
ness in California is good. There is a 
deal of building and there would be not 
a cloud if it was not for the labor 
outlook. The mechanics are developing 
a tendancy to make trouble for the con- 
tractors, by leaving them in the lurch 
often when they have taken contracts, 
and as a result some of the men who 
did much work in the past are now de- 
clining to bid on new contracts. One 
man told me that he could not take a 
, 
job for he could not tell at what mo- 
ment his workmen would strike, and 
thus leave him without any chance to 
fulfill his contract." 
Manager Watt, of Honakaa, was an- 


other of the sugar men who returned 
on the Alameda, after several months' 
absence, during which time he visited 
bis former home abroad. He said that 
the feeling was better in San Francisco 
and the trend of the market for island 
securities was up. The men who have 
to do with sugar, he said, were con- 
fident that the price would soon pass 
four cents, and that there would be a 
shortage of something like two mill- 
ions of tons in the European beet out- 
put. 


The Financial Letter of San Francis- 


co says: 


Prof. Llcht of Magdeburg, the well- 


known authority on European sugar 
statistics, has published the prelimi- 
nary figures of his estimates of this 
year's European output as 5,400,000 to 
5,000,000 tons, against 6,900,000 tons for 
1901. A very heavy decrease, which is 
accounted for by 11 per cent less acre- 
age than the previous year, and unfa- 
vorable weather for the crop during the 
latter part of the season. Against this 
favorable news the total stock of sugar 
im all the principal countries on Sept 1, 
1002, was about 2,000,000 tons, against 
1,000,000 tons in round figures at the 
same time last year.

WASHINGTON. Oct. 7.—The sun- 


shine which ushered in the opening of 
the G. A. R. encampment yesterday

The column started at 10 
o'clock and marched through the dense- 
ly packed streets to the accompani- 
ment of almost continuous cheers to 
the reviewing stand opposite the White 
House, where the escorting bodies halt- 
ed and formed to review the Naval 
veterans who filed past and disbanded 
near the State, War and Navy build- 
ings. 
About forty-five naval veterans' as- 


sociations participated. 
Among them 


were the Farragut Naval Association, 
Vallejo, California; Commodore Hop- 
kins' Soldiers' Home Naval Association, 
California, and the United States Vet- 
eran Navy and the Naval Legion of 
San Francisco.

Scheenlck, a conductor, from Chicago, 
was badly beaten. 


Whsn the rioting spent itself three, 


cars were left standing upon the track 
guarded by policemen. All the win- 
dows were smashed. The mob captur- 
ed Scheenlck. and his motorman and 
both consented to join the union. Some 
of the policemen were hurt by flying 
stones. 


When news of the rioting reached the 


City Hall, the mayor issued a call for 
a meeting of the police board. 
It 


understood that the object is to swear 
in emergency policemen.

IN A TERRIFIC T 


By December 1, according to the pres- 


ent outlook, there will be received here 
the Iron for the putting up of four more 
tanks of the same size and capacity 
as those now in tank town, for the 
Union Oil Company. These tanks have 
a capacity of 35,000 barrels of oil each, 
and the entire outfit will permit the 
holding of 175000 barrels of fuel at this 
port 


One of the great tanks will be placed 


at Pearl Harbor. It la expected that 
the entrance to the harbor will be in 
shape for the entrance of ships with- 
in four or five months, and as the 
presence of oil tanks there will mean a 
great saving for the plantations which 
border upon the lochs, there will be no 
time lost in having such storage ca- 
pacity there as will enable the oil com- 
/ pany to furnish its customers at the 


closest range. The site for the Pearl 
Harbor tank has not been selected, 
but there are several points close to 
lines of communication 
which 
are 


available and have been placed at tha 
disposal of the company. 
' The success of the initial trip of the 
Fullerton to Kahului has guaranteed 
the success of the entire venture of the 
Union Oil Company, and steps have 
been taken to place in thl» trade four 
ships. In addition to the Fullerton, the 
Argyle, a much larger ship, has been 


i purchased and is now being fitted with 


tanks for the trade. Besides these, two 
more ships are at the Union Iron works 
at San Francisco and will be ready for 
the carriage of oil within the next five 
or six months. 


The new plan is to have the tank 


ships fitted so that there will be a bal- 
last space between the tanks available 
for cargo. The Argyle will be the first 
of this kind to make a trip and it Is 
expected that in time there will be a 
fair trade worked up In the matter of 
package freight which is net perisha- 
ble, and that the line may secure some 
revenue from this source. 


The four ships may not be kept en- 


tirely in this trade, but they will have 
work before them in filling up the stor- 
age which is being placed here.

j an experimental way. It la a fact, though 
I perhaps not generally known, that a large 
sum of money was spent some years ago 
hi an attempt to grow and put upon the 
market a fibre called ramie. Being un- 
able to clean the fibre with the machinery 
in use at that tune was probably the cause 
of failure. It was very natural that such 
an experiment should be followed by a 
long period of calm on the subject of 
fibre culture in Hawaii. Costly experi- 
ments nearly always follow a burst of 
enthusiasm on such subjects. These ex- 
periments have their good effect provided

The tendency 
to experiment with new varieties of fibre 
If too common. Attention should be giv- 
en to the kinds adapted to present de- 
mands in manufacture. Among several 
hundred varieties, there are but few 01 
commercial importance, and while the 
larger part of our better fabric* are made 
from them, it U folly to go Into costly 
experlmentji with new varieties. The 
universal demand for fibre for some years 
past ha* given *ucb an impetus to sisal 
culture a* to cauae much Inquiry Into the 
method* by which it Is made marketable.

of encouraging the cultivation of the fibre 
plant at home. Several large fibre plan- 
tations were established and some of 
them are yet being operated, but the 
frost, which a few years ago passed over 
the usual boundaries and invaded Florid*, 
discouraged moat of the planters who 
have since embarked in the business on 
a large scale to Lower California, which 
climate they consider less treacherous. 
The new district promiaes much for the 
future but in all probability the manu- 
facturers will patronize foreign grower* 
for many years yet to come 


The new office, which was created for 


fibre investigation, seems to have done 
more for the industry through the en- 
couragement given to inventors. Ameri- 
can genius has since that time solved 
the machinery problem, having brought 
it to such a state of perfection as to 
command universal patronage, and having 
made the question of decorticating ma- 
chinery no longer an obstacle as hereto- 
fore. Since modern invention has made 
it possible to readily extract 
the fibre 


trom the leaf, sisal has found its way 
nto many channels of trade other than 
Jie making of large rope. Of those new 
demands the largest Is for twine used in 
the self-binding harvester. Formerly the 
old reaper was followed by from four to 
six men, who tied the sheaves of grain 
rith small bunches of the grain straw. 
Phe enormous crops of small grain pro- 
luced in the United States are now tied 
with twine made of sisal. One factory, 
the Deering Harvester Works of Chicago, 
manufactures ...urty thousand miles of 
-his twine In a single day, besides the 
mmense output of other factories of like 
kind. Paper making Is on the increase, 
cotton wood furnishing the main body of 
the pulp, but the paper from this pulp is 
made strong enough for general use only 
when a portion of sisal or other fibre is 
worked In with it. 


On reviewing the history of this plant 


and the important place It has tak"n In 
the commercial world, 
one cannot but 


conclude that t_ere are great possibili- 
ties for its successful culture in the new 
tropical possessions. A large contribu- 
tion to the twenty million dollars worth 
of fibre annually Imported to the main- 
land Is only awaiting intelligent effort In 
that direction on the part of the energet- 
ic men of this territory 


The Islands of Hawaii lie in about the 


same latitude a* do the best fibre dis- 
tricts of the West Indies, and are enough 
alike in general character as to leave little 
doubt of the conditions here being all 
that Is required for its production. In 
fact, anywhere below the frost line the 
matter of climate has little effect on Its 
rrowth, but dry hot weather evidently 
produces 
a fibre of somewhat 
better 
quality 


The sisal industry here has now reach- 


ed that stage of development where to 
abel ft "a *ncces»" i* no longer an an 
b*rra»sment to Its promoter*, and though 
t Is ret limited to a few hundred acre* 
on the Island of Oahu.

years from the time of planting) should

see how an enterprise based on these 
principles may fail is obvious. 


The yield of clean fibre per acre is 
united to about one ton at most, there- 
ore, 
the price ot rental to be paid for 


and roust not be compared with that 
paid for sugar, rice or other land of like 
character. Should a growth of kulu cover 
the land the roots must be grubbed to 
six inches below the surface or the sec- 
ond growth of sprouts will completely 
submerge the young sisal plants before 
they start to grow. A cluster of brush 
or weeds hanging over the young plants 
Is positively detrimental to their growth. 
One weeding a year on the kind of land 
mentioned above is necessary 
(If much 


rain more weeding) until the sisal is of 
a size to take possession, which it will 
do in time. Young plants should be 
twelve Inches high when planted out Into 
the field, otherwise an extra weeding be- 
fore the first crop, the cost of which 
must reduce the profits. The sisal plant 
never gets too large to transplant with 
safety, but such plants are, on account of 
their thorny leaves, difficult to handle 
and expensive to move long distances 
Unless the suckers are needed for plant- 
ing new fields, they should also be re- 
moved as soon as they show themselves 
above the surface. On weeding or re- 
moving the suckers, care should be exer- 
cised or the fibre when milled will show 
brown spots from the bruises the long 
leaves get from the laborers' hoe. A few 
bales of fibre showing these spots will 
sometimes prevent a whole shipment from 
passing as first grade. It is said' that 
weeds can be kept down by pasturing 
sisal fields This may be true in the case 
of sheep, but cattle will surely bite off 
the leaves when there is a shortage of 
other vegetation. 


Young plants should be set in straight 


rows tt possible, and not less than seven 
feet apart, with a twenty foot space left 
occasionally for roadways. The Import- 
ance of these roadways may be imagined 
when it is known that as much as twenty 
tons of green leaves are sometimes grown 
on a single acre, which must be carted 
or railroaded to the mill. 


In regard to machinery, It is well to 


know that any sisal plantation, however 
small, must have at least one decorticator 
together with baling press and sufficient 
power to operate them. • While this out- 
lay for cleaning plant is also small when 
compared with other island industries, it 
is yet quite an obstacle to the small 
grower. Less than five hundred acres of 
sisal would hardly Justify the cash out- 
lay required for a decorticating plant 
This difficulty, however, may be over- 
come by cooperation. 


Only 5 per cent of the gross weight be- 
ing flbre. It can readily be seen that to 
transfer the leaves long distances would 
be unprofitable. We have no knowledge 
of the bagasse or waste matter having 
any value, though in some recent press 
reports the ashes from the bagasse when 
burnt are said to be valuable as a fer- 
tilizer

enormous profits, but the cost to grow 
and market fibre is so dependent upon 
locality and various other conditions that 
a statement on that subject win be of 
little value until the culture of steal In 
Hawaii has become more general. Present 


prices (nine cents per pound) would seem 
to Justify a very liberal expenditure, but 
the time required for returns in the sisal 
business demands the practice of strict 
economy in order to meet any possible 
changes In price that may come about 
during Its progress.

REVENUE CUTTER 


REQUIRED HERE 


Without adequate assistance furnish- 


ed by the treasury department, in the 
w"ay of a revenue cutter or some other 
craft manned by government employes, 
there Is little prospect of the collector 
of customs being able to enforce the 
law collecting duty on every pound of 
flsh brought into Honolulu by Japanese 
fishermen. A short time ago an Amer- 
ican fish dealer who had a stall in the 
flsh market complained to the United 
States attorney that it was impossible 
for a white man to compete with the 
Japanese In the fishing trade unless 
protection was .given the Americans by 
the Imposition of the duty on fish 
brought to port by them. The United 
States attorney referred the matter to 
Collector Stackable, who In turn re- 
quested an opinion from Washington. 
The opinion was forthcoming, and gave 
him the power to collect duty on fish so 
brought here. 
Collector Stackable then discovered 


that there w«re some technicalities con- 
nected with the enforcement of the pro- 
vision which would nullify all his efforts 
to increase Uncle Sam's revenue, unless 
straightened out by the legal depart- 
ment. One difllculty lay In the fact 
that the burden of proof'rested with 
the Informant or collector, and this was 
to prove that the flsh so caught were 
outside the three mile limit. To be cer- 
tain of this a watch would have to be 
kept on the Japanese sampans to ob- 
serve whether they were within or out- 
side the limit. The collector believes 
that for .this, as for many other features 
connected -with the. customs regulations 
a revenue cutter should be provided by 
his department to cruise In Hawaiian 
Waters. The United States attorney Is 
now studying the proposition.
